The Arlington 
Heights village 
hoard held three meetings in three 
days this week, two of which were 
special meetings called for the pur­ 
pose of considering 
the request 
from a group of property owners 
for permission to dig three test pits 
to examine the manner in w'hich the 
big sewer was constructed. Engin­ 
eer Allen, Mr. Murphy of Spencer 
White, general contractors and Mr. 
Pontarelli 
were 
present. 
After 
much discussion, all agreed thai 
the te.-t pits examined would settle 
the question as to whether the sew­ 
er was correctly constructed with 
cradles, etc. 
Engineer Allen and 
the contractors were certain that 
everything is O. K., while the ob­ 
jectors say they intend to find out 
for tfiemselves. Nearly two hours 
were spent Wednesday night in dis­ 
cussing the length of the test pits. 
The objectors desired to limit the 
expense to which they will be put 
by making the pits 20 ft. wide. En­ 
gineer Allen took the stand that a 
accurate test could not be made 
unless the sewer was uncovered for 
a distance of IOO feet. The amount 
of the bond to be provided by the 
ob lectors was also discussed at con­ 
siderable length and 
$15,000 was 
finally determined upon as provid­ 
ing ample protection to the village 
and contractors for 
any damage 
that might result. 
With the passing 
of the final 
motions along above lines, upon 
which the vote was unanimous, all 
parties appeared to be in agree­ 
ment. 
Engineer Allen offered his 
services, if desired, to inspect the 
work, which will be done under sup­ 
ervision of the board, the expense 
for which boing entirely met by the 
objectors. 
The request for a permit to “dig 
down to the sower” was made of 
President Flentie Tuesday morn­ 
ing. who granted the request. 
It 
developed later that day that some 
of the hoard members were of the 
opinion that it was a m atter for 
the entire board to 
consider and 
Mayor Flentie revoked his permit 
that evening, and the m atter was 
discussed at a special meeting of 
the board. 
A second meeting was called for 
Wednesday evening in order to al­ 
low' the entire board to

Rate of Wage Law De­ 
clared Unconstitutional

The Illinois supreme court, Tues­ 
day, declared the prevailing rate 
of wage law' unconstitutional. Con­ 
sequently, preparations 
are being 
made by the state department of 
public works and buildings to ad­

volving about $7,000,000. 
The de­ 
cision followed 
upon 
the appeal 
cases of both Cook 
and 
Madison 
counties. 
The supreme court judges con­ 
curred unanimously in the opinion 
which nullifies the rate of wage law” 
passed by the general assembly. 
They held the act to be invalid on 
the grounds that it wmuld nullify 
the law providing that contracts 
must be awarded to the lowest re­ 
sponsible bidder and that it was in 
faC class legislation.

Confession of heresy w’as made 
by Superintendent E. R. Selleck of 
Des Plaines schools Tuesday night 
at the big meeting of the Arling­ 
ton Heights Parent-Teacher asso­ 
ciation, attended by about 135 per­ 
sons. Ile confessed that he selects 
teachers who are more interested 
in children than they are in English, 
for example, or any other school 
subject. Ile was introduced to the 
audience in the foyer of the South 
side school, by (Superintendent E. D. 
Whitmore 
of 
Arlington Heights 
schools, an 
earnest 
advocate of 
many of the ideas that Mr. Selleck 
advanced on handling 
children of 
the upper grades. 
Puts “Little Folks” First 
While the talk was on the great 
need of Junior High schools and 
how the new one at Des Plaines is 
being organized, for Grades 7 aud 
8, Mr. Selleck began by expressing 
his admiration for the south side 
elementary school 
building where 
he 
w'as 
speaking. 
Arlington 
ton Heights is 
beginning 
at the 
right end, he 
said, “in providing 
for the little folks first. 
It is a 
disgrace to the American system of 
education that children have not 
been considered important until 
about twelve years of age.” 
“About Face” In High Schools 
Reviewing the fact, 
that since 
1900, high school 
attendance has 
doubled again and 
again, he said 
that the w’hole idea of 
the high 
schools used to Ik? as 
mere ante­ 
rooms to college; 
but 
with the 
“tremendous 
mob 
of 
students 
dumped on the high schools,” and 
the schools expected to hold them 
through to graduation, how* to hold 
them became a tremendous prob­ 
lem. 
Big dropping out was and is 
in the 6th to the 9th grades; 
courses just 
to meet college re­ 
quirements do not appeal to most 
pupils; so they drop out and go to 
work. 
Instruction did 
not meet 
their need; perhaps they were wise 
is dropping out, Mr. Selleck thinks. 
Why Junior High Schools? 
Junior high schools, 
therefore, 
came into being (I) to bridge the 
gap betw'een the lowrer grades and 
upper high school, to keep pupils 
interested in coming to school; (2) 
to provide interests for pupils of 
great individual differences; (3) to 
•provide guided activities for pupils 
undergoing great changes in mind 
and body in adolescence; and (4) to 
help boys and girls in some way to 
find themselves, and thus get an 
early start toward 
happy accom­ 
plishment in life. 
The old school viewpoint was to 
prepare pupils for 
examinations; 
this old idea still hangs on; but the 
right idea, as Mr. Selleck and oth­ 
ers see it, is to prepare pupils for 
achievement and for life. 
Substitute “Library” for 
“Reading” 
Instead of “Reading” out of one 
“75-cent reader” for months, Mr. 
Selleck’s Junior High school pupils 
are given a whole library to work 
on in a “Library” 
period, 
their 
reading guided by a teacher; pupils 
to a considerable extent picking out 
the books suited to their own men­ 
tal development, which 
vary im­ 
mensely in the same erades. 
Explanatory Causes 
Besides main 
subjects, limited 
time is given over to 
“Explora­ 
tion” courses in business, practical 
arts like (Plumbing, auto mechanics, 
household arts, general shop, gen­ 
eral 
science, 
general 
language, 
(German, French, Spanish. Latin— 
a little of each all 
in 
the same 
course), music, and 
art. 
In this 
way a pupil can tell what he likes 
the best, and seems to be able to do 
best, and what he wants to follow' 
in senior high school. It may save 
years of drifting and experiment­ 
ing later in life, is the idea. 
Few Go to College 
Mr. Selleck’s office has made a 
careful survey of the Des Plaines 
community, and found 
out a lot 
about the types of people and their 
needs: the high school courses be­ 
ing adapted to them. Out of a grad­ 
uating class of 67 in 1920, from 
Des Plaines elementary schools. 
only one individual 
has finished 
college; why 
make 
the other 66 
take seventh and eighth grade work 
designed simply for college prepar­ 
ation. «s Mr. Selleck’s contention.

It is easy now to get a place in 
the country, improve it according 
to individual tastes and means and 
settle down to enjoy life in the open 
with as much or as little work as 
one desires. 
Autos 
whisk their 
(passengers swiftly and safely over 
improved 
roads. 
The telephone, 
radio and 
electricity 
are within 
arm ’s reach. 
The cost 
of living, 
taxes and other fixed charges are 
substantially reduced, especially if 
one has a garden, a cow and sdme 
poultry. Another big factor is the 
school. 
The quality of rural edu­ 
cation now compares 
favorably 
with th at of the city schools. Pu­ 
pils are picked up and put down 
almost at their doors. 
So the new’ 
“farmed” is getting the best of ev- 
ery^hipg a t mqcji l e s s e n it 
cost nim in the city. 
This is why there is a movement 
from the cities to the 
farm s, as 
shown by the latest census reports. 
And if it continues at the present 
rate it may not be long before the 
problem is reversed. Instead of 
worrying for fear the farm s will 
be deserted, as we have been doing, 
we’ll be worrying over 
where to 
get workers for the 
factories in 
town. 
\----- 


Of the hundreds of schemes ad­ 
vanced during the past few years 
for helping rural residents, very 
few' have 
up to this 
time been 
found to be of any practical bene­ 
fit. 
In fact, some of them have 
done more harm than good. 
But 
there is one type of government 
aid which has been helpful, and 
which rural residents around this 
vicinity would 
do well 
to take 
greater advantage of. That is the 
agricultural 
extension 
service, 
whereby farm and 
home demon­ 
stration agents, trained for their 
important duties, 
go 
among the 
farmers, their wives and daugh­ 
ters, and teach 
them new ways 
whereby they can help themselves. 
The various field and home pro­ 
jects carried 
on by 
these paid 
workers have materially raised the 
efficiency, 
of farming and 
rural 
home-making. 
Especially effect­ 
ive , work ,has been done by the 
boys’, and girls’ clubs. This train­ 
ing of farm boys and girls for 
community 
leadership is perhaps 
the most im portant 
activity for 
the betterm ent of agriculture to­ 
day. 
Everyone in this community 
should lend a hand in still further 
promoting it.

the company’s 
revenues, of more 
than $1,.151,OOO. 
This was brought 
oui in the quarterly statement of 
earnings made public this week and 
to be enclosed with dividends sent 
to the company’s stockholders on 
November I. 
A cut in residential electric rates 
slightly more 
than 
a year ago 
saved customers over a million and 
half dollars during 12 months that 
followed the reduction. 
The 
por­ 
tion of this amount applying to tile 
quarter just ended 
was $141,000, 
according to the quarterly bulletin. 
The bulletin further calls atten­ 
tion to the recently announced re­ 
duction of the price of gas, which 
will save customers supplied with 
gas service more than a half a mil­ 
lion dollars in gas bills during the 
coming year. 
The tendency of these rate re­ 
ductions, however, is to increase the 
business of the company. Evidence 
of this with respect to the last re­ 
duction in electric 
rates is to be 
found in the 6 per cent increase in 
consumption of electricity by resi­ 
dential customers since the rate be­ 
came effective. 
Although the gas j 
rate reduction has 
only recently J 
gone into effect it is estimated that 
a marked increase wfill be noticed 
in the use of gas for heating homes 
throughout the widespread area 
served by the company, due to the 
30 per cent cut in the cost of that 
service to the user. 
Operating revenues of the com­ 
pany for the quarter which ended 
SeDtember 30, 1931, w7ere $8,344,- 
€33.35 and net income for this per­ 
iod after 
deducting 
charges for 
taxes, interest, and (providing for 
retirements, w7as $1,411,024.97. 
For the 12 months period w’hich 
ended at the same time operating 
revenues w*ere $35.853.638.32., and 
net income wras $7,198,639.19.

A local relief committee formed 
by representatives of the churches, 
and local societies that have chari­ 
table departm ents, was held this 
morning in the municipal building 
for the purpose of laying new plans 
for the relief in Palatine township 
the coming winter 
that 
will be 
needed if families are going to be j 
suitably clothed 
and 
kept from 
starvation. 
A plan somewhat similar to that 
Tollowed last year was adopted. 
I he need will be very much great­ 
er this year, due to the fact that 
the county of Cook has not paid lo­ 
cal business men for relief vouch­ 
ers that were accepted by the lat­ 
ter the past months. 
At the present time there is only 
one store in Palatine that is ac­ 
cepting such vouchers. 
Do Not Want Charity 
I’ or the benefit of the non-charit- 
ably inclined person, take note of 
this fact: Those families who were 
helped last year disliked the idea 
of depending upon 
the bounty of 
the general public more than you 
dislike to subscribe ten 
to twen­ 
ty-live dollars for the relief fund. 
In the majority of cases as soon as 
the wage earner of the family got 
a job, he or his wife with smiles 
on their faces would come to the 
municipal building and ask to have 
their name taken off the relief list. 
In many insftances “dad” 
again 
lost his job, but as long as there 
was any income for 
the family, 
that family wanted to be independ­ 
ent. 
Giving to the relief fund is not 
charity, even if you can deduct it 
from your income tax. 
It is hu­ 
manity. None of the money that is 
being collected will leave Palatine. 
It will stay right here to be admin­ 
istered by the local committee un­ 
der the 
organization 
plans that 
w’ere completed this morning. 
Eight in One Room 
It is unnecessary to go to the 
Chicago slums to find deplorable 
conditions. A family of eight have 
been living in one room. 
There 
were ll or 12 families which were 
assisted last year. 
There 
is cer­ 
tain to be a great many more this 
winter. There were 153 people last 
year w’ho were given am ai some 
time or other. There will be many 
more this w inter. The help from the 
county can not be depended upon 
unless that body finds funds to pay 
their vouchers. Those in want cer­ 
tainly can not eat them. 
A concerted drive is planned for 
next week. 
Every pastor has been 
asked to speak at the morning ser­ 
vice Sunday on the need for relief. 
The tolvn will be divided into dis­ 
tricts with captains and solicitors, 
and it is hoped that the drive can 
be completed within a week. This 
drive will cover the entire township 
and will be used for cases of need 
thruout its boundaries. 
Cases of 
need are more prevalent in the sub­ 
divisions, and it is a job for every 
man. woman and child to prevent 
suffering. 
Cold Weather Brings Requests 
During the summer the majority 
of the families depended upon gar­ 
den.', etc., for their food, but that 
source gone, they are forced reluc­ 
tantly again to ask for help. No 
m atter how proud a man may be, 
he will ask for relief in order to 
keep his family from starving. 
Need Clothing 
There is also great need for 
clothing of any nature, for men, 
women, and particularly children. 
Such articles can be left at the 
relief headpuarters. 
If there are 
any firms who have 
interests in 
Palatine township, who desire to 
aid, their 
subscriptions 
can be 
mailed to the Relief committee. 
Plans for the local relief drive 
had hardly been started this morn­ 
ing before a report wras received by 
T. C. Hart, chairman of the Pala­ 
tine 
Relief 
committee, 
that 
a 
stranger was about town soliciting 
funds for one of the Chicago char­ 
ities. All such solicitors .should he 
reported at once to the local offi­ 
cials. 
Five charitable organiza­ 
tions arc receiving their quota from 
the large fund and have agreed to 
make no drive for 
funds in the 
communities which are cooperating 
with the central relief organization.

tion of tourist hotels at Las Vegas 
to take care of the mounting vaca­ 
tionists who wish to see this huge 
undertaking. 
At the present time 
anyone who wishes to stay over j 
night at the site, if their party is 
large enough, can arrange to have 
sleeping cars parked there for any 
number of days.” 


153,507 Illiterates 
In Illinois; Evil 
Combated by Drive 


State Issues Free 
Book on Fur Farming 


. Springfield.—Illinois is growing 
in importance as 
a 
f urb reeding 
state, according to Director Ralph 
E. Bradford of the Illinois Depart­ 
ment of Conservation. 
“Numerous requests are being 
received by the Department of Con­ 
servation for information on how 
to raise and breed 
foxes, mink, 
skunks!, and other fur-bearing ani­ 
mals,” says Director Bradford. 
“People who request this infor­ 
mation are supplied with copies of 
More Outdoor Life in Illinois,’ an 
authoritative work that deals with 
the breeding of such animals. This 
book was prepared by members of 
the Department of 
Conservation 
staff, and deals with the specific 
problems that confront the Illinois 
breeder. 
“In order to protect prospective 
fur-breeders from making serious 
blunders, the book deals with cer­ 
tain misconceptions in this field. It 
explodes the idea of fabulous prof­ 
its which has deluded many peo­ 
ple in not making unsound invest­ 
ments. 
Instead, it shows how fur- 
farming can be made into a profit­ 
able business. 
“The booklet also deals with oth­ 
er subjects of general interest to 
sportsmen. 
One section 
is given 
over to fish which are suitable for 
advantageously in artificial ponds 
or in small natural ponds. Among 
these are different varieties of bass, 
the crappie, the 
sunfish, and the 
catfish. 
‘Another section of the work de­ 
scribes various 
forms 
of game 
birds, and tells how they can be 
raised. This section of the booklet 
has proved especially popular with 
sportsmen, as they are anxious to 
see this form of our outdoor life 
preserved. 
“These sections of the booklet, 
while not dealing directly with fur- 
bearing animals, are nevertheless 
of interest to the breeders. 
Fur- 
breeders are, a as rule, sportsmen, 
and they are eager to learn all they 
can about the different 
forms of 
outdoor life. 
The result is that 
they read the sections on fur-bear­ 
ing animals with a view to improv­ 
ing their businesses, and the sec­ 
tions on aquatic and 
bird life be­ 
cause they are naturally interested 
in these subjects.” 


I l l i n o i s 
ranks twenty-third 
among the states and the District 
of Columbia in the number of il­ 
literates, with 2.4 per cent oi her 
population above ton years of age 
unable to read and write. 
There 
are actually 153,507 persons with­ 
in this group who can neither read 
nor write. 
During the decade the number of 
illiterates was reduced by 20,480. 
The greatest 
reduction occurred 
among the foreign-born whites— 
there were 131,996 
in 1920 com­ 
pared with 108,984 in 1930. There 
are 28,284 native white illiterates, 
10,044 Negro illiterates, and 6,195 
comprising other races. 
Illiteracy statistics in the state 
remain formidable, especially those 
representing foreign-born whites. 
However, the foundations 
for a 
campaign to blot out illiteracy have 
been laid through the appointment 
of a State Illiteracy Committee to 
give special attention to this prob­ 
lem. The committee, nominated by 
the State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, Francis G. Blair, was 
appointed by Secretary Ray Lyman 
Wilbur of the Interior department, 
who is chairman of the National 
Advisory committee 
on Illiteracy 
which he organized, is cooperating 
in a drive to eradicate illiteracy 
throughout tl*e nation. 
iSuperintendent Blair has recom­ 
mended that an 
appropriation of 
$10 000. be set asitte by the State 
Legislature to provide for a direct­ 
or to execute effectively the task 
b e r e m ine’’s. 
Dr. Wm. J. Bogan, superintend­ 
ent of me Cnicago Public schools, 
was made chairman of the States/ 
Advisory committee 
on Illiteracy 
and has been a leader in launching 
the campaign now in full ewing. 
‘Special credit is due a number of j 
public-spirited citizens of the stale 
for their active interest in combat­ 
ing the problem. 
Miss Jane Addams, of Chicago, 
internationally known for her so­ 
cial service has been most helpful 
in promoting the national campaign 
to blot out illiteracy. 
The number of illiterates by 
counties varies from 46 in Stark to 
104,540 in Cook. 
There 
are lo 
counties in the state 
which have 
more than 1,000 illiterates each. 
In organizing the State Advisory 
committee on Illiteracy, Illinois ha 
taken her place along with forty- 
three other states and the District 
of Columbia. 
From the various states approx­ 
imately 1,000 distinguished citizens 
have been drawn into the National 
committee so that the entire pro­ 
gram will ae national in scope. The 
National committee acts in a stim­ 
ulating and advisory capacity. 
Already a keen rivalry has de­ 
veloped among some states in re 
ducing the number 
of illiterates, 
and hundreds of thousands of per­ 
sons heretofore unable to read and 
write have been taught for the first 
time. 


Church Gives Jobs 
To 50,000 Jobless 


Preparations are under way to 
provide thousands of the unemploy­ 
ed with work and wages during the 
coming winter in the thirty-six 
“Goodwill Industries” maintained 
by the Methodist Episcopal church. 
Last year nearly 50,000 jobless men 
and women were given part time 
work, with wages. 
This year the 
total is expected to be nearer a 
(hundred thousand. 
“Doles, soup kitchen and bread­ 
lines are justified 
as ?ast-resort 
measures, though 
we are 
much 
more concerned to give permanent 
relief through economic and social 
changes which are more funda­ 
mental,” said the Rev. Ralph A. 
Ward. D. I)., of Chicago, executive 
secretary of the World Service of 
the Methodist church. “There will 
be thousands of people .this winter 
for whom emergency methods will 
be necessary. 
The church will do 
its part in this work in the giving 
of food and shelter. But it is much 
more im portant that we provide, if 
w’e possibly can, 
both 
work and 
wages. 
Men don’t 
want charity 
when they can have a chance. The 
Goodwill Industries of our Church 
in America, numbering sixty, will 
supply that chance to many peo­ 
ple.” 
These Goodwill Industries, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Wlard, are essen­ 
tially factories in 
which second 
hand goods are repaired and reno­ 
vated, later to be sold at the low­ 
est possible price to the people who 
most need them. Furniture, shoes, 
clothing, toys and other goods art1 
solicited from church members and 
assembled at the Industry center. 
And in the remaking and m arket­ 
ing of these goods jobs are found 
for carpenters, cobblers, tailors, ur>- 
hoh-te^Ah' ,.derks. painters, metal 
workers 
unskilled workers. The 
l^te utepuy. is not high, but it is 
sufficient, pp hee;) a man and Irs 
family from starvation; 
more, it 
unsures fhe self-respect necessary 
to keen-him. on his feet and ready 
for the better job which be may 
reasonably expect to turn up.

Jim m y “Schnozzle” Durante, m a d -1 Several healthy, well matured, one 
year old growths should be remov­ 
ed from different parts of the bush. 
If the parent bush is vigorous, this 
thinning of young wood is beneficial 
in connection with the annual prun­ 
ing, for otherwise the bush would 
soon become too crowded. Cut­ 
tings should be about 
six to ten 
inches long, the longer the better. 
If they are to be planted in the fall, 
they should be set out in a nursery 
row as soon as possible after being 
cut. 
“The site for planting should be 
wel1 drained with soil of moderate 
fertility which can be easily work­ 
ed. The cuttings should be planted 
in furrows wade enough apart for 
cultivation and deep enough to ac­ 
commodate the 
cuttings, leaving 
not more than tw*o buds exposed. If 
the cuttings are long, they may be 
laid in the 
furrow in a slanting 
manner. 
“Each cutting needs from four to 
twelve inches in the nursery rowT, 
depending upon the size of the var­ 
iety as a mature plant.

increase ob­ 
tained by farm ers who have field- 
selected and cared 
for their seed 
corn 
has been

than six 
bushels an acre, and in many cases 
the benefits have been much great­ 
er than that, he reported. 
“Selecting seed ears from stand­ 
ing stalks is of first importance, 
because experiments 
have shown 
that yields may be cut as much as 
five bushels an acre by using ears 
fiom down stalks. Ears also should 
be selected 
from 
sound shanks 
which are still holding the ear at a 
good angle, 
indicating 
th at the 
shank has not been broken and the 
food supply of the ear cut off. Brok­ 
en shanks always indicate disease 
or frost injury, both of which re­ 
sult in inferior seed.
